SMALL FOX. 


What PrwMtlMa Should be Taken. 


TUB MTVITIWI IT ALBANY 


Ou telegraphic columns do not af- 


ield much basis for an intelligent pre- 
diction u to tbe outcome of the strug- 
gle at Albany. The assertions and 
•peevJations of both aides are given, 
bat they do not agree enough to enable 
t»e reader to form much of an opinion. 
Tbe result of yesterday ^ballots in the 
two booses shows that while tbe Dem- 
ocrats ar* united upon their candidates, 
and tbe Republicans of the Conkling 
persMMOB practically solid, the half- 
bre*d« are divided among half a dozen 
or snore oandidatei. .The feature of the 
ballot tbat will seen most remarkable is 
tbe fact tbat Mr. Conkling received but 
thirty five votes, and Mr. Platt only 
twenty-nine, ont of • total of 106 
Keptblioans in tbe two 
bouses—a 


much smaller proportion of the whole 
than the friends of tbe senators have 
been claiming. 
Unless there is some 


deiigu in showing such a weak com- 
mencement, upon the part of the Conk- 
ling and Platt men, it a impossible to 
•«• bow tbe election ot either is to be 
brwight about. 


We have not been amang tho<e sin 


goine individuals who predicted the 
triumphant re-election of Conkling and 
Plnlt. The odds have been against 
them from the start. They have no 
patronage at their disposal with which 
to make and hold friends. That curi- 
ous ani altogether inexplicable argu- 
ment tbat Republicans are bound to 
"stand by tb« administration" at all 
hatard*, has been industriously proiuul 
gated by the opponents of the senators, 
and witb very considerable effect. 
On 


the other hand, the advantages have all 
been witb those who insist that Conk- 
ling must nut 
only he beaten but 


"washed." It is a sotry piece of busi- 
ness, and it is difficult to see bow any 
Republican, who has the good of the 
party at heart, can fetl otherwise than 
humiliated over the whole matter.

Penucnto Dwlginf Uiwtigation. 


In view of the fart that one or more 


cases of small pox are known to eiist 
in Deeatur, the city Board of Health 
desires to call attention to the follow- 
ing circular ol the state Board of 
Health, recently issued: 


Experience has" taught tbat 
the 


strict observance of tbe following rules 
will prevent the spread of small-pox: 


Whenever it is known that any per- 


son is sick with small pox or yarioloid 
isolation of the individual should be re- 
sorted to at once, 
and every one in 


in the house vaccinated or re-vaccinated, 
in every ease, no matter how mild the 
disease may appear. Tbe room selected 
for the sick should be large, easily ven- 
tilated, and as far from tbe living and 
sleeping rooms of other members of the 
family as it is possible to have it. All 
ornaments, drapery and articles not ab- 
solutely needed in the room should be 
removed. A free circulation 
of air 


from without should be admitted by 
day and night, for there is no better 
disinfectant than pure air. 
Care should 


be taken to keep the patient out of 
draughts. All discharges from 
the 


nose and month should be* received on 
rags and immediately burned, and the 
same precaution should be taken witb 
the crusts as they fall off. Vessels 
should be kept partially filled with a 
solution of copperas, or any other disin- 
fectant, to receive the discharges from 
the kidnrys and bowels, which should 
be buried at least one hundred feet 
from the well or spring. 


All spoons, dishes, etc, used in the 


sick room, should be placed in boiling 
water before being used by well per- 
sons. Cleanliness in everything is of 
the utmost importance. 
But one or 


two persons should be employed in the 
sick-room, and their intercourse 
with 


other members of tlie family and the 
public restricted as much as possible. 
In the event that it becomes necessary 
for an attendant to go out of the sink- 
room, a change of clothinc should be 
made, using such as has has not been 
infected; the hands, lace and 
hair 


should be washed in water disinfected 
by carbolic acid or permanganate of po- 
tassium; following this, free exposure 
to open air should be made before ap 
prnachine any one. 


Physicians and nurses should never 


put on an overcoat or cloak in the sick- 
room, to be removed afterwards, per 
haps, among the healthy; for the air of 
the infected room may thus be confined 
about his or her person, to be liberated 
when great mischief may be done. Safe- 
ty consists in exposing to the open air 
every article of clothing that has been 
in «ny way exposed to contagion. 
No 


inmates of the house should venture 
into any public assemblage or crowded 
building, such as a church or a school, 
during the continuance ot the disease, 
nor after iu termination, until permis- 
sion is given by tbe attending physician. 
No dogs or cats should be permitted to 
enter room of patient, or better still, 
not allowed in the house. No letters 
should be sent directly 
from the pa- 


tient, and all mail matter sent from the 
house should be aubjected to a heat at 
least 250 deg. F. 
After recovery 
has 


taken place, the patient should be 
bathed in a weak disinfectant, (solution 
chloride of xinc,) clothed in clean, fresh 


f papered, the paper should be removed. 


The privies should be thoroughly dis- 


infected with carbolic acid or line and 
copperas. 


Carpets must be taken up before lu- 


migation, (in some eases destroyed). 
After fumigation they should be beaten 
and shaken in the open air altcrwirda 
exposed to the wind and sunshine for 
several 
days. The room or 
rooms 


should be opened as much us possible 
Where houses are more or less isolated, 
judgment can be used in pxptisin-; ar- 
ticles. The 
entire contents ol the 


house should be subjected to tbe great- 
est can-, and when there is any 
<|ues 


tion with regard to an article, it should 
be destroyed. 


Patients should be kept in houses at 


least two weeks after tbe crusts have 
all disappeared.

Some time must elapse, 
according to the severity of the caac, 
before the danger of communicating the 
disease is past. 


In the event of death, the clothing 


in which the body is attired shouM be 
sprinkled with strong carbolic acid, and 
the body placed in an air-tijjht 
coffin; 


and it should remain in the sick-room 
until taken away for burial. 


No funeral should be allowed at the 


house or church, and no more persons 
permitted to go to the cemetery than is 
necessary to inter the corpse. 


After recovery or death, nil articles 


worn by the patient, the roam and all 
the content*, should be lliorouphly dis- 
infected by the burning uf sulphur or 
the pouring of crude carbolia acid on 
chloride of lime. 


Such articles is can be washed, as 


bcddiog, clothing, etc., should be dip- 
ped in tlie following fluid: Sulphate of 
tine, eight ounces; Carbolic acid, one 
oinct; Water three gallons. 
After im- 


mersion in this, every article, such as 
blankets and flannels, should be thor- 
oughly boiled. 
Straw beds should be 


burned. The ticking of beds and pil- 
lowi, soiled by the discharge from niuuth 
or nostrils, should be dipped in the dis-
